Oliv er was ind u ced to talk for the 
first time since his arrest. He related a 
long list of su pposed wrongs the gov ­ 
ernor had d one him and end ed by d e­ 
claring his innocence.

th o u g h t tho m an a harm less lunatic 
and no attem pt w as m ade to arrest him . 
O liver was induced to talk for the 
first tim e since his arrest. He related a 
long list of supposed w rongs the gov­ 
ernor had done him and ended by de­ 
clarin g his innocence.

Mrs. Robinson is one of the defense's 
most important witueses. as it will en­ 
deavor to show in Robison hereditary 
insanity. 
This is batted upon the state­ 
ment that he has been afflicted since 
childhood, aud his motlier it is stated is 
best able to testify to it. Judge Young 
had a conference with him this morning. 
As near as can be ascertained 48 w it­ 
nesses were present when court opened. 
Of these 19 wore for the defense; 24 for 
the state. 
In addition to this number, 
several have been summoned from Pitts­ 
burg. The special venire of #■> jurors was 
also present, but it is altogether probable 
that it will take the greater parr of the 
day to get a jury as almost a dozen of 
those called art* from Liverpool. 
Robison was taken to Sheriff Gill’s 
office in the court house where he was 
carefully guarded until the time for 
court to open. 
He looked much better 
than do most men after confinement so 
long, his clothes being neatly arranged 
and his face newly shaven. 
His face 
was a study, for, in spite of his repeated 
assertion that he does not care what be- 
comes of him, his expression was one of 
anxiety.
